Fbankfobt, Ky., Jan. 18. — Sot. 
Bradley was asked by the Times' 

rrospondent this morning what 
about the rumored refusal of the Sen- 
ate to confirm the appointment of Pos- 
tell, the negro saloon kreper, as stew- 
ard of the Hopkinsville asylum. 

HeBaid: "Officially, I have heard 
of no such refusal to confirm, though 
the rumors of which you speak have 
reached me. I have nothing to do 
with or to say about what the Senate 
will do. I can ODly say that I ap- 
pointed Postall upon the racommen- 
datioUB of many of the best citizens 
of that section, and three other white 
men who were applicants for the 
same place, withdrew their applica- 
tions and urged Postell's appoint- 
ment. He was represented to me as 
a good citizen and a splendid busi- 
ness man. 

"No, I did not know that he was a 
saloon-keeper, though I have never 
heard of that being made a barrier to 
an appointment in any party." 

Gov. Bradley wouldn't say what 
his course would be if the Senate 
does not confirm the appointment, 
but he didn't act like he would be 
heart-broken with disappointment if 
the rejection came. The Democratic 
majority of the Senate Committee, to 
which the nomination was referred, 
has already decided to report in favor 
of its rejection.

The case of the Clarksville & Rus- 
sellville Turnpike Co. vs. Clarksville 
and Montgomery County, decided in 
the Court of Chanoery Appeals Satur- 
day.in Nashville,is of great importance 
to Clarksville and Montgomery Coun- 
ty. The town, county and several 

Srominent citizens each put in 
3,333 and built a free bridge acrosss 
Red River, midway between the up- 
per and lower Reef River bridges, one 
owened by the city and the other by 
the turnpike company, which are 
both toll bridges.

it is an easy enough matter to rip up 
a garment. Most anybody can do it, 
and it is .in undertaking that re- 
quires no special skill or care. Act- 
ing on this idea, clothing is pulled, 
torn, cut with knives, snipped with 
scissors and finally taken to pieees 
after this unprofitable fashion, and 
the operator comes and declares that 
everything is ready. A dyer who 
handles a largo quantity of black 
goods says that he long ago gave up 
expecting anybody to rip a garment 
up as it should be done. If the seams 
are ripped, they are full of threads; 
sometimes there are buttons on; 
hooks and eyes are not uncommon; 
the fronts of them are stuck full of 
pins of various sorts, and linings, 
facings, braids and the like remain, in 
whole and in pieces, just as the in- 
dividual who had charge of the dis- 
integrating process happens to leave 
them. 

To rip up a garment properly there 
should be no pulling, tearing or drag- 
ging apart. If one cannot take the 
end of the thread and pull it out, 
the atitchoa should tie cut with a 
sharp knife. Very row persons can |

In the office of Osteologist Fred- 
erick A. Lucas, at the National 
museum, is a mammoth's molar tooth, 
to which Ml Od I «tnry i« ntrjvhed. It 
was got from a spring at Paso Verde, 
in the country of the Papago Indians. 
Ever so many centuries ago a mam- 
moth in its dying agonies sought 
that spring for water and fell into it. 
too weak to climb out. There its 
bones remain to this day, and the 
Indians believe that if they were re- 
moved the spring would dry up. Of 
course, such an event in that region 
means the destruction of a village. 

Mastodon bones, of course, are fre- 
quently dug up in the United States. 
The mastodon was a kind of elephant, 
but it did' not belong to the genus 
elephaus. The mammoth did not 
belong to that genus, being known 
to modern science as elephans prinri- 
genus. It often happens that farm- 
ers plow up the osseous remains o.' 
inastodons, particularly in reclaimed 
swamps, where anciently the gigantic 
beasts became mired and died from 
sheer helplessness to get out. The 
tusks are commonly found so far de- 
composed that the ivory crumbles 
between the fingers. 

Tho first mastodon ever dug up 
was found in 613. The remains of 
mastodons are by no means confined 
to tho United States; they are discov- 
ered all over the world, in Europe, 
Asia and Asia Minor. They are 
much thicker set than the modern 
elephant. The lower jaw bone of tho 
full-grown specimen weighs nearly 
100 pounds. The first mastodon 
bones that were dug up were sup- 
posed to bo those of giants of an 
earlier epoch.

largely made of such wood — the felloes 
of all their wheels are bent and mode 
intwo porta — the framework of coaches 
and heavy carriages is nearly all made 
oi bent 6tock, and not only better made, 
but more cheaply — and the frames of 
pleasure boat* are bent, as also many 
of the frames of the finest soiling 
yaehta; furniture, too, of many kinds 
has bent frames, all the celebrated 
Thonet chairs, for example, being made 
rely of wood thus treated. The ob- 
ject of bending is twofold, says the 
Woodworker, namely, saving of tlmo 
and stock and stability and strength of 
the work when put together — this inde- 
pendent of beauty of form; and bent 
carriage shaft* are almost, if not en« 
tirely, used now, instead of the old- 
style, clumsy, sawed ones. Skill in 
manipulating the material is very es- 
sential; simply the forms to bend on, 
and the steam box in which to soften, 
the wood do not alone insure success in 
the operation — it is neeeosary to know 
perfectly the stock to bend, it being so 
variable that no two pieces bend alike. 



A peculiar fact in respect to petro- 
leum is the difference of conditions un- 
der which that oil occurs in Russia and 
America. In the finaier it is found in 
strata of the tertiary period, usually a 
formation resembling a quicksand, and 
at depths of only a few hundred feet. 
In our own country it occurs at great 
depths in the older com pact sandstones 
and limestones. American oil yields a 
ery large proportion, say about 70 per 
cent., of illuminating oil exactly suited 
for combustion in our ordinary lamps; 
the Russian oil produces far loss of 
such oil and a larger proportion of 
high-class lubricating oil. The Rus- 
sian illuminating oil also requires to be 
burned in a modified form of lamp with 
ire perfect draught,ln order to over- 
s its tendency to produce a smoky 
flame, and It is largely this fact which 
has prevented the consumption of Rus- 
sian oil for light abroad.

The year 1900 will not be a leap 
year If the natural year or time of 
the earth's revolution around the sun, 
were exactly 365 days and sis hours, 
then the calendar would be kept ex- 
actly right by adding a dBy every 
four year, having three years out of 
the four with 365 days Bnd the 
fourth with 3€6 days. But the nat- 
ural year is only 365 days 6 hours 48 
minutes 49.7 seconds, which makes it 
necessary to omit the leap year at cer- 
tain intervals. The rule is that every 
fourth year is leap except that cen- 
tenial years not devisible by 400 are 
not leip. The year 1600 was leap, 
and the year 2000 will be. The in- 
termediate centurian years 1700 and 
1800 were not leap and 1900 will not 
be.-St. Louis Republic.
